Parcel Post Rates 
Go Up April 1 

Postmaster Roy I. Kufalk 
reminded residents of Anti- 
och that an effective date of 
April l'has boen sot for new 
domestic parcel post rate in- 
creases. 

The parcel post Increase 
-i-approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and 
averaging about 13.1% — is 
expected to yield about $75.4 
million annually. 

Catalog rates will be in- 
creased approximately 13% 
and will produce added rev- 
enue of about $2.4 million if 
1062 volume is maintained. 

The higher rates do not af- 
fect air parcel post or inter- 
national parcel post. 

To illustrate the effect of 
the new rates here, Mr, Ku- 
falk noted that a six-pound 
parcel — which is the average 
weight — for local area deliv- 
ery will cost 37c, instead of 
32c. 



formanco. The most chari- 
table comment would be that 
the president hasn't hit upon 
the best means of communi- 
cation with the public as yet. 

It is a pity, too. For the 
president who can use. it ef- 
fectively, the press confer- 
ence is an unbeatable way of 
reaching the public. He has 
a nation-wide audience, he is 
performing before the elite 
of the nation's reporters, and 
he can control the play. Pos- 
sibly, no president enjoys the 
press conference, but Mr. 
Kennedy had mastered the 
technique of conducting, and 
certainly the newsmen en- 
joyed it. 

Pres. Johnson gave the Im- 
pression that he was too con- 
scious that every word was 
heard around the world. De- 
termined not . to v say the 
wrong thing, he ended by 
saying almost nothing at all. 
From the first question about 
the rumors of an assassina- 
tion plot, to the labyrinthine 
questions of foreign policy, 
the president gave answers 
that added nothing to our 
knowledge and understand- 
ing. 

Certainly, the* president 
should not make foreign pol- 
icy on the spur of the mo- 
ment before the eyes and 
cars of the nation and the 
world. Such decisions should 
be made after conference and 
need not.be disclosed to the 
public. But is Is possible to 
anticipate the trend of the 
questioning in the press con- 
ference, and have pretty well 
prepared a position that will 
add something to our under- 
standing of a particular prob- 
lem. 

This is the real function of 
a press conference. The 
president has an unparalleled 
opportunity to explain the ad- 
ministration's views and 
goals. It was the particular 
talent of Mr. Kennedy that 
he was able to amplify and 
explain a complicated prob- 
lem in Viet Nam or a domes- 
tic problem without tipping 
his hand or betraying confi- 
dential policies. 

By contrast, Pres. Johnson 
was heaVy-footed and guard/ 
ed. The enlivening bits of 
humor with which Mr. Ken- 
nedy delighted his audience 
were missing. It was not 
that Mr. Johnson did not try 
to add a touch of humor, the 
attempts fell flat because the 
scene had not been set for 
that approach; and when the 



president tried, the intended 
humor was too forced to be 
effective. 

The press conference 
marked the end of the first 
100 days of the new adminis- 
tration. It is a good time to 
look it over and cast the first 
limitative opinion of how well 
it is doing. 

There are two matters to 
consider: Mr. Johnson as a 
candidate for the 1064 elec- 
.tion; Mr. Johnson as the chief 
executive. With regard to 
the first, there is no doubt 
that he Is a capable politi- 
cian, and that he will be dif- 
ficult to defeat in November. 
He knows well the number, 
one axiom of the successful 
candidate: the winner is the 
man who gets more votes 
than his opponent. It may 
be fun to defy the hopes and 
aspirations of large sections 
of voters, but it doesn't pay 
dividends in electoral votes. 
He could stumble but, thus 
far, he has made no great 
political blunders. It Is a 
bit early to pass judgment on 
the achievements of the new 
administration. Thus far, he 
has traveled on the Impetus 
-and with the team that the 
late president instituted. In 
course of time the Kennedy 
team wilt gradually fade from 
the scene, and be replaced 
by Pres. Johnson"s own men. 
It is then that the rub must 
apply. He will be judged, as 
all presidents must, on the 
record. Re-election depends 
on popularity; the verdict of 
history is based on states- 
manship. 

The greatest weakness that 
the president has revealed is 
an extreme sensitivity to 
criticism.- He has made the 
press a little unhappy on one 
or two occasions; his first full 
press conference did little to 
turn that direction. The 
working press makes biting 
judgments of a president. If 
he is thin-skinned, that is 
just too bad. It is unfortun- 
ate that Pres. Johnson has 
not established a clear and 
firm means of communica- 
tion with the electorate, ei- 
ther through the press, or by 
other means. A failure In 
this area could be costly.

. PROPER FIT FOR YOUR CHIP 

. How to select the proper bowline: ball? You havo 8 cltotca o! 
three basic crips: fingertip, semi-fingertip and standard. Ray 
Schancn of Milwaukee, one of the nation's .top professional bowl- 
ers and member of the Miller High Life advisory staff, demon- 
strates tho fingertip grip. Most pro bowlers prefer this because 
it provides more natural power and mixing action. But it's a 
more difficult grip to control, Bay says, and is not necessarily 
tho best grip for every bowler. To determine the proper fit for 
you, place the thumb in the correct hole and stretch tho other 
lingers around the ball. If you favor the fingertip grip \l), tho 
distal joint (near the tip) of the middle finger- should fall one- 
fourth of the way across tho hole, For the semi-fingertip (2), tho 
middle joint should fall one-fourth of an inch short of the hole. 
If you prefer the standard grip (3) , the middle joint should ex- 
tend one-fourth of the way across the hole.
